Dramatic  Reader

Presents  Edmond 
Rostand’s  Play 

Edward  Abner  Thompson,  of  Boston 
School  of  Expression  Reads  Before 
Regular  College  Assembly. 

Cyrano  de  Bergerac  lived  for  the 
audience  Wednesday  morning  at  as¬ 
sembly  when  Mr.  Edward  Abnor  Thomp 
son,  of  the  Boston  School  of  Expression, 
read  Edmond  RoBtand’s  play  of  that 
name.  Not  only  Cyrano,  but  the  other 
characters,  even  the  minor  ones,  moved 
and  spoke  as  though  played  each  by  a 
different  actor,  when  tho  man  whose 
own  sight  is  gone  brought  them  so 
vividly  before  those  who  had  come  to 
hear  him  read  that  they  seemed  actual¬ 
ly  to  be  upon  the  stage. 

Prefacing  his  reading  with  a  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  play,  Mr.  Thompson  said 
that  the  fact  that  “Cyrano  de  Berger¬ 
ac”  was  being  revived  as  a  play  made 
him  think  that  a  change  was  coming 
in  the  art  of  the  theatre.  America,  he 
said,  has  gone  to  the  depths  of  realism 
— sex, sordidness,  horror — but  there  are 
signs  that  the  public  is  getting  tired  of 
such  art  and  that  it  is  wanting  to  get 
back  to  the  more  beautiful.  He  be¬ 
lieves  that  every  heart  responds  to  the 
emotions  of  love,  honor,  and  chivalry. 
“Chivalry  is  not  dead,”  he  said;  “it 
merely  takes  a  different  form.”  That 
people  are  going  back  to  a  desire  for 
plays  that  aro  founded  upon  love,  cour¬ 
age,  respect  of  one  sex  for  another,  he 
tliinkB  hopeful  for  the  future  of  the 
stage  as  well  as  indicative  of  the  fact 
that  chivalry  is  not  dead. 

“Cyrano  de  Bergerac”  is  the  story 
of  a  man  who  lived  some  three  hundred 
years  ago,  a  poet,  philosopher,  musician, 
swordsman, — probably  the'  best  swords¬ 
man  in  nil  Europe.  From  birth  ho  had 
to  carry  tho  handicap  of  an  enormous 
nose,  of  which  he  was  most  sensitive. 
His  remarkable  swordsmanship  was  sup- 
pooed  to  have  been  developed  as  ho 
vvas'' cullt'a '  up6il 's6~orien  to  defend  his 
nose.  Ho  would  brook  no  reference  to  it. 

Afr.  Thompson  in  portraying  this 
character  brought  many  laughs  from  his 
audience  as  he  took  Cyrano  through 
various  encounters  on  account  of  the 
nose.

Rules  Are  Given  for  District  Tourney, 
Winners  of  Which  Are  to  Participate 
In  State  Meet  at  Columbia. 

The  annual  High  School  Basketball 
tournament  for  Northwest  Missouri  will 
bo  held  at  tho  Northwest  '  Missouri 
State  Teachers  College,  Alaryvillc, 
March  8  and  9.  Following  the  practice 
last  year,  this  tournament  will  be  an 
elimination  tournament,  approved  by 
tho  State  Athletic  Association,  nnd  con¬ 
ducted  under  regulations  prescribed  by 
it. 

The  winner  nnd  runner-up  of  this 
tournament  will  be  certified  to  the 
State  tournament  at  Columbia,  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  University  of  Alissouri, 
and  hold  on  Alarch  15  and  16.  The  other 
contestants  in  the  State  tournament 
will  be  two  from  each  of  the  other 
Teachers  College  districts,  "Kirksvillo, 
Warrensbnrg,  Springfield,  and  Cape  Gir¬ 
ardeau;  two  each  from  St.  Louis  and 
Kansas  Oity;  and  ono  each  from  St. 
Joseph  and  the  district  around  Bollu. 

The  Northwest  Missouri  district  has 
been  divided  into  eight  sub-districts 
where  tournaments  will  be  held  not  la¬ 
ter  than  Alarch  1  and  2.  These  sub- 
districts  and  their  managers  are  as  fol¬ 
lows:

Russian  Choir 
Director  Has 
Achieved  Much 


His  Choir  Represents  His  Supreme 

Achievement  In  Applying  His  Own 

Principles  of  Choral  Singing. 

BaBilc  Kibalchich,  director  of  the 
Russian  Symphonic  Choir  which  will 
appear  here  at  the  College  Auditorium 
on  Alonday  evening,  February  11,  at 
eight  o’clock,  has  a  long  musical  his¬ 
tory  of  illustrious  achievement  behind 
him.  Air.  Kibalchich  was  born  in  Tcher- 
nigoff,  Southern  Russia,  in  the  center 
of  a  region  which  for  richness  in  folk¬ 
lore,  folk-Bongs  and  choral  Binging  is 
hardly  equalled  in  any  othor  part  of 
tho  world.  He  Bhowed  musical  talent 
at  an  early  ago  nnd  at  the  age  of 
twelve  he  was  called  to  lead  a  large 
local  choir,  and  a  special  stand  hnd  to 
be  built  to  accomodate  tbo  budding  con¬ 
ductor. 

Later,  Air.  Kibalchich  studied  in  the 
class  of  Rimsky -Korsakoff,  ono  of  Rub-  j 
sia|s  greatest  composers  since  Chaikov¬ 
sky.  He  perfected  himself  on  tho  cello 
ns  liis  instrument  but  'choral' 'conducting' 
still  occupied  his  mind.  In  1906  ho  was 
|  invited  to  load  the  most  famous  of 
Russia’s  choral  organizations,  namely, 
tho  Archangelsky  Choir-  of  Petrograd. 
|Six  years  Inter  he  made  a  two  yoars’ 
tour  of  RuBBia  ns  conductor  of  tho  choir 
I  of  tho  Petrograd  Conservatory  of  Music 
and  thus  gained  a  national  reputation, 
particularly  for  hiB  original  ideas  in 
scoring  for  choral  bodies.  In  1912  Mr. 
Kibalchich  accepted  tho  position  as 
choir  conductor  at  tho  Russian  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  Geneva,  Switzoralnd,  and  soon 
thereafter  ho  became  choir  conductor 
of  tlio  Russian  Cathedral  in  Paris.  It 
was  at  this  period  of  his  life  that  ho 
organized  his  first  Russian  Symphonic 
Choir,  so  called  becauso  he  built  it  on 
the  snmo  lines  as  a  symphony  orchostra. 
Ho  began  to  tour  Europe  and  in  a  short 
time  was  rocognizod  by  tho  European 
press  as  ono  of  the  most  accomplished 
choral  conductors  before  tho  public. 

Tho  Choir  which  Mr.  Kibalchich  of¬ 
fered  to  a  Now  York  audionco  repre¬ 
sented  his  supremo  achievement  in  ap¬ 
plying  his  principles  of  choral  singing. 
According  to  ono  Now  York  paper, 

‘ 1  Air.  Kibalchich  usos  his  voices  like  so 
many  wind  instruments  and  tho  singing 
of  his  chorus  rosonibles  some  ideal  sort 
of  organ,  whoso  widoly  varied  qualities 
ho  attends  to  with  an  exquisite  dolicacy 
of  registration.”  According  to  another 
pnpor,  “Tho  chorus  not  only  sings  but 
hums,  and  by  means  of  fine  gradations 
of  tone  nnd  aceont  ofton  suggest  a 
string  orchestra.  ”

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Farmers’  Short 
Course  Opens  on 
T  uesday  Morning 

Bad  Reads  and  Cold  Weather  Make  It 

Difficult  for  Farmers  to  Attend  Ag¬ 
riculture  Meetings. 

Those  who  attended  tho  opening  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Farmers’  Short  Course,  of¬ 
fered  by  the  Agricultural  Extension 
Service  of  tho  University  of  Alissouri 
School  of  Agriculture,  co-operating 
with  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Northwost  Alissouri 
State  Teachers  College,  wore  few  in 
number.  Bad  roads  and  cold  weather, 
making  it  hard  for  farmers  to  leave 
homo,  aro  thought  to  be  responsible  for 
the  small  number  attending.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  by  those  in  charge  that  the: num¬ 
bers  will  increase  as  the  week  goes  on. 
About  fifty  attended  tho  Tuesday  morn¬ 
ing  meeting. 

Tho  first  speaker  of  the  morning  on 
tho  men’s  program  was  Air.  J.  W. 
Burch,  live  stock  extension  specialist 
of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Missouri,  who  Bpoke  at  ten 
o’clock,  on  “Raising  Spring  Pigs.” 

Air.  Burch  began  by  discussing  the 
care  of  brood  sows,  saying  that  sows 
must  have  good  care  if  they  are  to  pro¬ 
duce  healthy  pigs.  He  advised  the  use 
of  plenty  of  alfalfa  hay.  As  a  protein 
feed,  he  suggested  the  following  mix¬ 
ture.  tankage,  200  pounds;  linseed  oil 
meal,  100  pounds;  and  alfalfa  meal,  50 
pounds.  This  is  to  be  UBod  with  corn, 
one  gallon  of  the  mixture  to  a  bushel 
of  corn,  or  from  one-third  to  one-half 
pound  per  sow,  per  day. 

Alineral  food  is  needed,  too,  Mr. 
Burch  said,  and  advised  using  salt, 
ground  limestone,  and  bone  meal  in 
equal  parts. 

For  the  young  pigs  the  speaker  urged 
cleanliness  as  most  important.  They 
should  be  kept  out  of  old  bog  lots.  The 
ideal  placo,  he  Baid,  is  on  ground  kept 
cloan  by  crop  rotation.  The  type  of 
-house  he  recommended  la'-t  he  Modified 
A  type  of  portable  hog  house. 

At  ton  o’clock  Thursday  morning, 
Berley  Winton,  of  tho  Missouri  Univer¬ 
sity  Experiment  Station,  spoke  on 
‘  ‘  Growing  Healthy  Chicks.  ’  ’ 

According  to  Mr.  Winton,  healthy 
chickens  can  bo  insured  only  when  the 
right  kind  of  breeding  stock  is  used.  . 
Sixty  percent  of  the  flock  should  be 
well-developed  pullots  as  they  lay  more 
eggs  and  are  not  as  subject  to  tuber¬ 
culosis.  Egg  production  must  be  bred 
into  cliickens  and  fed  out  of  them.  The 
male  birds  should  be  from  high  pro¬ 
ducing  hens. 

Care  for  the  hens  is  important  if  one 
desires  good  hatches  and  strong  chicks, 
tho  speaker  said.  Open-front  houses  he 
considers  best  oven  if  no  glass  cloth  is 
UBed.  Ho  urged  farmers  to  use  plenty 
of  green  feed  in  tho  form  of  brightly 
cured  logumo  hay. 

In  discussing  brooder  houses,  ho  said 
that  tlioy  should  bo  sufficiently  large 
and  well  heated.  A  10x12  foot  house 
will  houso  480  chicks  of  small  broods 
or  360  chicks  of  tho  larger  broods.  Tho 
temperature  should  bo  98  to  100  de¬ 
grees  near  tho  outor  edge  of  the  hover. 

Mr.  Winton  suggested  tho  following 
as  a  good  ration — Mash,  30  lbs.;  Shorts, 
30  lbs.;  Yellow  corn  meal,  30  lbs.;  Bono 
meal,  5  lbs.;  Dried  Milk,  25  lbs.;  and 
salt,  1  pound.

It  is  characteristic  of  the  Bearcats’ 
basketball  games  thnt  they  seldom  end 
ns  they  begin.  Their  game  with  the 
Capo  Girardeau*  Indians,  Friday,  Feb¬ 
ruary  2,  started  with  Capo  leading  4 
to  3.  It  ended  74  to  16  for  Maryville. 

Cape’s  4-3  lead  was  short-lived.  The 
Bearcats  set  a  pace  which  thc  Indians 
could  not  equal.  Paul  Burks  and  liis 
teammates  piled  up  forty  points  before 
the  half  ended,  while  Cape  only  scored 
ten. 

Thc  scoring  started  by  the  Maryville 
team  in  the  first  half  kept  up  in  the 
second.  Thirty-four  moro  points  were 
added  to  tho  Green  and  White  total. 
Though  Coach  Lewis  of  Cape  Girardeau 
used  eleven  men  during  the  game,  his 
players  were  able  to  accumulate  only 
six  points  during  the  final  period. 

Paul  Burks  led  the  scoring  with  thir¬ 
ty  points,  Hedges  was  second  in  scoring 
honors,  with  twelve  points.  Nine  of  the 
ton  Bearcats  who  took  part  in  the  game 
scored  at  least  once. 

In  tho  second  game,  played  Satur¬ 
day  night,  the  Bbarcats  hold  themselves 
in  somewhat.  But  at  that  tho  score  was 
nearly  doubled  on  tho  Capo  team. 

As  in  the  first  game  Burks  and  Hed¬ 
ges  led  the  scoring  with  fourteen  and 
eleven  points  respectively.  Burks,  with 
a  total  of  107  points  for  this  season, 
is  making -a  bid  for  scoring  honors  in 
the  conference. 

Cape’s  inability  to  adore  may  be 

partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
Ford,  star  forward,  did  not  play  in 
either  game  as  he  was  ineligible.

Miss  Heyle  Speaks 
at  Y.W.C. A.  Meeting 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Y.  W. 
O.  A.  was  held  Tuesday  at  4:20  in  Soc¬ 
ial  Hall.  Tho  devotional  was  led  by 
Lorene  Harris.  Geraldine  Hunt,  accom¬ 
panied  by  Paschal  Monk,  played  a  vio¬ 
lin  solo. 

Miss  Essie  Heyle,  a  visitor  here  dur¬ 
ing  tho  Farmer's  Short  Course,  talked 
to  the  girls  on  tho  work  thut  she  has 
been  doing.  She  has  boon  helping  far¬ 
mers’  wives  in  solving,  problems  which 
come  to  hem.  Womons’  Clubs  also  have 
been  organized  all  over  the  state  for 
this  purpose. 

She  stated  that  she  and  her  helpers 
teach  farm  women  haw  to  make  attrac¬ 
tive  clothing.  Color  schemes  and  the 
kind  of  clothes  that  aro  becoming  are 
discussed  and  thoy  make  clotbos  for 
themselves  with  very  little  expeuso. 
Sho  said  thut  shoes  even,  were  being 
mado  this  year. 

Farm  management  is  being  discussed 
iu  these  clubs.  Arrangement  of  farm 
kitchens  is  especially  noticed.  Miss 
Hoyle  said  that  some  housewives  travel 
j  us  far  as  soven  miles  a  day  in  doing 
I  tlioir  kitchen  work  though  by  care¬ 
ful  arningoinonf  tho  distanco  could  bo 
roducod  to  two  miles. 

“Farm  women  are. also  interested  in 
making  tlioir  homos  moro  attractive,” 
said  bliss  Iloylo,  In  ono  woll-to-do  coun¬ 
ty  it  was  found  that  only  two  percent 
of  tho  homes  had  any  kind  of  flowers 
or  shrabbory  in  tho  yard.  County  wide 
contests  of  different  clubs  ill  tho  iiu- 
provomout  of  yards  bus  boon  encour¬ 
aged  over  tho  stnto.  Furm  womon  arc 
boing  taught  how  to  rcdocorpto  tho  in¬ 
terior  of  tlioir  homes  to  make  them 
moro  attractive. 

Food  domonst rations  uro  hold  onch 
year  for  tho  benofit  of  farm  women. 
Many  nutrition  problems  aro  studied 
and  good  diets  aro  suggested.  Miss 
Iloylo  said  that  sovouty-four  poreont  of 
the  childron  in  tho  schools  of  South 
Missouri  uro  dofoetivo  and  about  hull 
of  it  is  caused  by  improper  diet, 

Fariq  womens’  camps  are  opened 
each  year  to  women  for  tho  purposo  of 
Tost  and  rocroutiou  where  they  cun  for¬ 
got  furm  problems  ami  enjoy  thorn- 
solves. 

Miss  Dorn  B.  Smith,  whilo  iu  Kansas 
City  lust  weok  end,  met  and  talked 
with  Mabel  Cobb  who  took  her  degree 
from  tho  College  iu  1924.  Miss  Cobb  is 
teaching  Sophomore  English  and  two

Com  Production 
Is  Subject  Used 
by  O.  E.  Allen 


Tells  Farmers  their  Problems  Can  Best 

Be  Solved  by  Making  Their  Farms 

More  Productive. 

Corn  production  was  discussed  in  the 
meeting  of  tho  farmers  at  the  College 
by  Mr.  O.  E.  Allen  on  Wednesday  at 
3:30  o'clock  in  tho  College  Auditorium. 

Thc  speaker  began  his  discussion  by 
stilting  thnt  there  was  no  better  rea¬ 
son  for  growing  legumes  than  for  tho 
result  obtained  by  the  increase  in  corn 
production,  His  line  of  thought  indicat¬ 
ed  that  the  solution,  ns  lie  saw  it,  of 
thc  farmers’  troubles  was  to  be  brought 
about  by  more  economic  production  on 
tho  part  of  the  farmer.  Mr.  Allen  said, 

‘ 1  When  we  take  one  ncre  and  produce 
what  we  did  grow  on  two  acres  of  soil 
before,  we  are  gott.ing  at  our  problem.” 

Mr.  Allen  seemed  to  think  that  the 
land  in  this  section  of  thc  country  has 
been  run  down  by  continual  “doming” 
and  poor  crop  rotation.  The  land  must 
be  built  up  by  the  use  of  legumes,  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  grasses,  and  thc  fertili¬ 
zation  gained  through  pasturing. 

For  Nodaway  county  the  speaker  ad¬ 
vised  the  use  of  the  following  crop 
rotation  program.  Corn  should  bo  plant¬ 
ed  on  thc  same  piece  of  land  every 
other  year,  and  oats  or  sweet  clover  the 
other  year.  Oats  and  sweet  clover 
should  be  allowed  to  grow  all  that  year 
and  without  seeding  be  turned  under 
the  next  May,  in  time  for  the  planting 
of  the  corn  crop.  The  spring  ploughing 
of  sweet  clover  allows  tho  young  green 
sprouts  of  the  clover  to  be  turned  un¬ 
der,  thus  adding  to  the  ground  the 
green  manure  otherwise  lost  if  the 
ground  should  be  fall  ploughed.  The 
work  of  ploughing  should  bo  done  with 
the  greatest  of  cafe,  so  that  the  ground 
will  recoivo  tho  full  benefit  of  the  ni¬ 
trogen,  which  is  obtained  from  tho 
sweet  clover. 

Phosphorus  must  bo  added  to  tho 
ground  to  aid  in  the  building  of  the 
soil.  Mr.  Allen  thought  that  two  to 
three  hundred  pounds  of  phosphate  to 
tho  acre  would  bo  enough  to  balanc'c 
tho  amount  of  nitrogen.  This  may  be 
put  on  at  the  time  of  sowing  tho  seed 
by  thc  use  of  a  drill  or  by  broadcast 
methods.  Tho  speaker  seemed  to  favor 
the  drill  method,  in  tho  row,  because 
that  method  put  the  phosphate  closo  to 
the  seed. 

Mr.  Allen  did  not  condemn  tho  use 
of  red  clover  in  the  place  of  sweet  clo- 
vor.  He  advisod  tho  use  of  rod  clover 
if  a  worthwhile  crop  could  bo  obtained 
without  tho  addition  of  lime  to  the  soil. 
If  lime  had  to  be  added,  he  seemed  to 
think  that  better  results  would  be  ob¬ 
tained  with  the  uso  of  swoet  clover. 

According  to  the  lecturer,  three 
things  aro  important  to  tho  production 
of  corn.  First  tho  seed  corn  must  be 
carefully  picked  from  the  variety  of 
corn  which  tho  farmer  wishes  to  plant. 
Mr.  Allen  advised  tho  use  of  seed  com 
choson  from  tho  corn  crop  of  tho  neigh¬ 
borhood  in  which  tho  com  was  to  bo 
planted.  Ho  stated  that  it  was  not 
adviSablo  to  order  com  from  a  distant 
seod  house,  which  got  its  seod  corn  two 
or  throe  states  away.  The  second  im¬ 
portant  thing  in  the  production  of  corn 
is  tho  preparation  of  tho  soil.  Tho 
third  iB  tbo  fertilization  of  tho  soil  so 
that  a  bettor  crop  may  bo  obtained. 

Mr.  Allen  used  an  illustration  of  a 
Cuss  county  farmer  to  illustrate  tho 
valuo  of  proper  fertilization.  On_  one 
field,  which  was  partly  fertilized  and 
partly  not,  a  crop  of  forty  bushels  was 
raised  oil  tho  fertilized  land  whilo  20 
bushols  of  corn  woro  raised  on  the  un¬ 
fertilized  land. 

He  added  that  from  statistics  and 
different  data  sovoral  mid-wostom  uni¬ 
versities  state,  that  a  farmer  may  ox- 
poct  an  incroaso  of  from  ten  to  twonty 
bushols  of  corn  with  the  use  of  phos¬ 
phate  and  sweot  clover. 

Mr.  Allen  urged  that  if  a  farmer 
could  not  iiso  phosphate  on  n  wliolo  Hold 
at  this  time  ho  Bhould  make  a  start  by 
fertilizing  a  part  of  tho  field.  Every 
farmer  who  wishes  to  lnako  a  success 
was  urged  by  tho  spoakor  to  uso  sweot 
clover  with  phosphuto  or  rod  cloven 
with  phosphuto. 

After  the  lecture  u  round-tablo  dis¬ 
cussion  took  pluco.  Somo  of  tho  out¬ 
standing  questions  witli  tlioir  answers 
wore : 

Q.  llow  would  you  apply  phosphate 
fertilizer  to  listod  soilf 

A.  But  tho  phosphuto  in  tho  row 
at  tho  time  of  planting  tho  com,  by 
j  tlio.  uso  of  an  attachment.  Tho  fortili- 
ur  may  be  placed  either  boforo,  behind, 
or  at  either  sido  of  tho  seed  but  not 
right  against  the  seed.
